Roosevelt Today Will Tell Con- 


gress Who Got the Money.” | 


NO AMERICAN WAS PAID. 


Message Is Expected to Take Some 
More Hide Off Foes. 


Washington, D. C., Deo. 14-—~{@pecial.}— 
President Roosevelt will send a special mes- 
sage to congress tomorrow in which he will 
tell who got the money which the United 
States paid for the Panama canal. He has 
the complete information in his possession 
im the shape of certified copies of the records 
of the New Panama Canal company, taken 
from the books in Paris for Wiltiam Neleon 
Cromwell, the attorney for the company who 
negotiated the sale to this country. Crom- 
weil got $220,000 for his work, his fee having 
been pasesd upon by the French court. 

With this information the president will 
submit a few caustic remarks concerning the 
New York Worid, and what it has been say- 
ing recently about his part in the purchase 
of the canal. 

The information in the president’s posses- 
sion shows that no Americans were con- 
cerned in the purchase of the canal prop- 
erty. There are no American names in the 
long list of stockholders of the New Panama 
Canal company. There are, however, the 
names of certain banks which received some 
of the money in the final liquidation of the 


the $40,000,000 paid by the United States 
for the canal property went almost entirely 
to French citizens. In the language of an 
administration official who has examined 
the documents, they demonstrate that the 
whole transaction “was as clean as a 
hound’s tooth.” : 

There have been numerous conferences at 
the White house since the papers were 
placed in the hands of the president, and 
several senators and congressmen in confi- 
dence of the White house were informed of 
what was coming. The president has been 
much elated at securing the information, 
especially at a time when there was such a 
general demand for an investigation by con- 


gress. 
Rainey Hot After Tavestigation. 

Representative Rainey. of Illinois, who is a 
professional chaser of octopus and other wild 
animals, mow has started out with. the 
avowed intention of determining whether the 
Paname canal transfer was really a snark or 
boojum. 

He says he has received letters from ten 
persons in New York City, three of whom 
are men of prominence in the financial world. 
They have requested that their identity shall 
not be disclosed at the present time, but they 
have asked Representative Rainey to come 
over to New York and talk things over with 
them. He admits that the Washington offi- 
elals have afforded him every facility for an 
investigation, and says that at least two 
wagon loads of papers bearing on the sub- 
ject have been placed at his disposal. 

The resolution Mr. Rainey introduced to- 
day provides for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to ascertain how much of the pay- 
ment price went indirectly or directly to an 
American syndicate, or individuals, or 
whether any member of either branch of con- 
gress profited directly or'indirectly by the 
transaction. Mr. Rainey is not satisfied 
with the positive statement of every person 
connected with the transaction that the 
money was paid direct to the French govern- 
ment and distributed hy #. Apparently he

Handwriting Turned \Suspicion Upon 
E. E. Perkins; He Denies Charge.

Charged with forging about twenty checks 
aggregating $10,000, Edward E. Perkins was 
arrested last night at his residence, 509 
North Oakley avenue. 

Perkins is 28 years old, and until last August 
was employed as a bookkeeper in the pur- 
chasing department of Spiegel, May, Stern 
& Co., 1068 West Thirty-fifth street. 

He was arrested by Detective Sergeants 
Wagner and Reed of the central stsation, on a 
warrant taken out in Municipal Judge 
Crowe's court by Sidney M. Spiegel, a mem- 
ber of the firm. 

The money is said to have come from the 
National Bank of the Republic, by forging 
Sidney M. Spiegels name, before and after 
Perkine severed his connection with that 
compan y. 

Perkins made no effort to escape, but 
turned his attention to his wife, who became 
hysterical when told that her husband was 
under arrest. He denied he had forged 
Spiegel’s name, and said: “ It ise case of mis- 
taken identity.” 

Opened New Account. 

According to Arthur H. Spiegel, president 

of the company, Perkins opened an account

When the doors were closed the Coliseum 
was the center of a crazy mob of disappoint- 
ed men and women, festive in their desireg 
and equipped with tickets, fighting with each 
other and against the police to reach the 
barred doors.

‘was on duty at the court, called up Mr. Way- 
man by telephone and wanted to know 
whether Mr. Wayman was in favor of Mr. 
Borden’s immediate arrest. Mr. Wayman 
replied that he did not desire to take a hand 
in the matter until it had been presented to 
him in a regular manner. 


Assault Case Continued. 


The case of Lankau, who is charged with 
assault, was continued until after the in- 
quest, which is scheduled to take place at 
the Rogers Park police station next Friday. 

Judge George A. Carpenter is still con- 
fined to his bed as the result of injuries 
he sustained in the accident. 

At his home last evening it was stated that 
the jurist was progressing favorably, and 
probably would be able to leave his bed in 
a few days. His most serious injury fe a se- 
vere scalp wound. In addition to that he 
suffered many bruises. 

Whatever may be the result of the coroner's 
inquest, the Rogers Park Improvement asso- 
ciation is determined to carry out its cam- 
paign against reckless automobilists and pre- 
dent the case to the grand jury.

The first excitement that hae stirred the 
Illinois Athletic club since the echoes of the 
famous gambling raid died away roused the 
inmates of the clubhouse yesterday after- 
noon, Clarence Green, the manager, re- 
signed. 

There were queries by the score and con- 
jectures of all sorts as to the reasons for the 
sudden departure. Several members 
“guessed that Green had admitted a share 
in the “steering that landed the detectives 
in the room where several friends of Mayor 
Busse were playing poker. One or two pro- 
jected a theory that he had been made a 
aca pegoat. 

It was not until late in the evening that an 
explanation in some way reached the door- 
man and from there spread through the 
house bringing smiles of conviction that the 
truth had come out. 


; Secret Is Out. 


This was the explanation in the words of 
the doorman: 

The system got Green’s goat.” 

To an outsider the statement may not 
prove any too lucid, but to all employés of 
the club it was as clear as daylight. 

Tou see, it’s like this,“ said a bellhop, 
“they bring in a couple of guys.to systema- 
tige the club. These guys comes in and 
takes charge of things to put ‘em on a busi- 
ness basis. They're goin’ to put in punch 
clocks and time sheets and card indexes and 
all those things. 

„Where they make trouble is—nothin’ is 
right—nethin’ at all. Everything's wrong 
and it’s got to be changed at once. Now, Mr. 
Green, he thought he knew a thing or two 
and when he butte in they tell him where 
he gets off. So he gets for good. That's 
All.“ 


He Bows to System. 

The essential facts of this statement were 
verified by Mr. Green at his residence later 
in the evening. He said: 

„es, I resigned solely so that the system- 
atizers could do their work. I turned in my 
resignation on Satur@ay, but I shall remain 
at the club to give tnem my assistance in any 
way they want it until the first of the year. 
I had no difficulty with them, but they bring 
with them the men to put in charge of the 
several Cepartments so that my services were 
no longer needed. My resignation was not 
asked for and I am sure every man in the club 
feels kindly towards me.” 

R. Hall McCormick, president of the club, 
said that Green’s resignation had not come 
to hie attention, but that it probably would 
be placed before the board of directors at 
their meeting this afternoon. °

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TEACHERS ASKED 
TO SIGN PETITION. 


Principals Appeal for Support | 


in the Movement to Boost 
Their Own Salaries. — 


UNION IDEA IS OPPOSED. 


Proposed Organization Being 
Supported by Only a Section 
of the Instructors. 


Every school teacher in Chicago was 
asked yesterday to sign a petition to the 
board of education asking for a general 
raise in salary for the 250 principals in the 
city, the change to take effect Jan. 1, 1000. 
Approximately the increase asked for 
amounts to $1,000 a year for each principal. 

At the same time the communication pro- 
tests against the board's pians to reduce 
the membership in the grades and givé the 
instructors no itferease in salary.” 

Efforts to secure higher salaries for next 
year have been going on among principals 
and teachers for months, but this last evi- 
dence of energy on the part of the principals 
— as a complete surprise to the teaching 


Many Teachers Resent Request. 

Many of the teachers resented the request 
of the principals, which, apparently, con- 
templated no increase for the teachers them- 
selves; and declined to sign the petition. 
Enough names were secured, however, to 
make an impressive argument. 

Each school received in the morning a com- 
munication from W H. Campbell, president 
of the Chicago Principals’ club, directing the 
principal to secure his teachers’ signatures 
to the petition in¢losed and return the docu- 
ment to Mr. Campbell before Wednesday. 

“I didn’t sign the petition,” said Miss Kath- 
erine Brady, because I didn’t just see why 
I should be asked to help the principals get 
$1,000 a year more for themselves while I 
am not getting as much as a school engineer 
or janitor. 

The principals are drawing $2,500 now. 
If the school board hasn't enough money to 
pay the teachers $1,000-a year—I don't get 
that much—I don’t see how they can get hold 


of $300,000 to give $1,000 more to each of the : 


principals.“ 


Teachers Union Is Opposed. 


Frank opposition to the plans of School 
Trustee Louis F. Post and Principal W. H. 
Campbell for organizing a gigantic teachers’ 
union in Chicago made its appearance yes- 
terday in the ranks of those supposed to be 
most interested in the scheme.

The other is that in the opinion 
of many of the teachers the Chicago Princi- 
pals’ club, an unofficial body, of which Prin- 
cipal Campbell is president, isa strong friend 
of the union controlled teachers federation. 


London Organization Ig Strong. 


One article marked by Mise Lynch is a re- 
port of Principal Campbells recent visit to 
the London schools. At this point the prin- 
cipal is quoted as having reported: 

There is but one head master in London 
who does not belong to the union. On in- 
quiry why he did not come in Mr. Camp- 
bell was informed that the reason the gen- 
tleman did not come into the society was 
because he held off at firat and then got 
heady and wouldn't come in under any cir- 
cumstances because it would be giving up 
“something te had contended for.“ 

“Read this/" comments Miss Lynch. 
“Shall we nonunion teachers be forced out 
of this city’s schools? 

Of the list of officers of the Principals’ club 
elected recently by a vote of 98 out of 99,” 
Miss Lynch remarks: 

“Union pNincipals. There were present 99 
out of more than 230 Chicago principals.”’ 


Post Plan Considered Thursday. 


Trustee Post's organization plan, which is 
a revival of that presented to the Dunne 
board by Dr. Cornelia De Bey, will be dis- 
cussed Thursday at a special meeting of the 
school management committee. Among the 
outsiders invited at Mr. Post's suggestion are 
Mrs. Anna G. Baer, president of the Chi- 
cago Teachers’ federation, Principal Camp- 
bell, and Prof. George Meade of the Uniyersi- 
ty of Chicago. 

The school board, at its meeting tomorrow 
evening, will be asked to authorize an elab- 
orate inquiry into racial statistics among 
school children which has been started by 
the newly created United States immigra- 
tion commission. Inquiry blanks are being 
distributed simultaneously in all the larger 
cities of the country, the object of the inquiry 
being to obtain a record of the age of each 
pupil and the nationality of hisfather. The 
whole, it is said, will form the most complete 
racial record ever completed in the United 
States.

INDUSTRIAL PEACE 


Epidemic at Illinois Institution 
Embraces 110 Cases. 


TO CLOSE FOR FUMIGATION. 


Entire Faculty May Have to Undergo 
Long Quarantine. . 


Jacksonville, III., Dec. 14.—[Special.}—One 
hundted and ten cases of scariet fever have 
been discovered at the state school for the 
éeaf. There are only four well defined cases 
where the children are erupted. but the 
others have the symptoms of the disease and 
the school will be closed for two days and a 
thorough fumgation made. 

Dr. James Griffiths of Springfield of the 
state board of health spent the day here and 
made a careful examination of three children 
who were sent to the annex under quaran- 
tine. His opinion coincided with that of the 
school physician, Dr. W. K. McLaughlin, and 
ali were detained in the quarantine wards. 


Cases Are All Mild. 


The first case of fever appeared Nov. 4 ard 
the patient was isolated. The second was 
noted Dec. 4. Since the last date examina- 
tions have been in progress and on Sunday 
it was decided to make a thorough examina- 
tion with the above result. The cases are 
mild. 

The teachers of the school are in a state 
bordering on panic. The state, after keep- 
ing them at the school all day, decided to al- 
low them to returm to their boarding places, 
provided they did not ride on the street cars 
or-@at at the table where there were children. 

There are 435 pupils at the school. Recita- 
tions probably will be resumed and it has 
been decided to have all teachers change 
clothing as soon.as they reach the school 
and after teaching bathe their face, hands, 
and hair with antiseptic soap before again 
coming in contact with people outside the 
school. 

Faculty May Be Quarantined. 

The faculty, which numbers about forty 
teachers, is averse to this, but unless these 
conditions are accepted by the teachers the 
authorities threaten to order all teachers 
from their boarding places and house them 
at the institution through a long period of 
quarantine. In this event the teachers will 
have to forego all holiday celebrations, and 
there is consternation over the situation. 

Conditions are not alarming and it is be- 
lieved precautionary measures have been 
tak@n in time to prevent any serious results. 
How the first case originated is not known. 

Diphtheria in an Asylum. 

Kankakee, III., Dec. 14.—{Special.]—The 
north infirmary of the Illinois Bastern Hos- 
pital for Insane has been quarantined on ac- 
count of the presence of five cases of diph- 
therid. These are the first cases since the 
epidemic of June, 1907, when there were 
fourteen cases and Miss Gertrude Henkel, a 
nurse, died.

NOTED DIPLOMAT IS DEAD. 


Apoplexy Carries Off Count Nicholas 


Muravieff, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor to Court of Italy. 


ROME. Dec. 14.—Nicholas V. Muravieff, the 
Russian ambaseador to Italy, was seized with 
an attack of apoplexy while walking on the 
Corso today. He was carried into a hotel and 
died shortly afterward. 

Nicholas Muravieff was appointed ambas- 
da dor to Italy in February, 1905. Prior to this 
he had held the portfolio of minister of ſus- 
tice. He was appointed chief glenipotentiary 
for the negotiation of peace with Japan, but 
within a day or two after the appointment he 
resigned and was replaced by M. Witte. He 
was a member of the family of Muravieff, to 
which Russia is indebted for its possession of 
the eastern portion of Asia. His brother, 
Count Muravieff, died suddenly in 1900 when 
minister of foreign affairs. 

In August, 1908, Bmperor Nicholas appoint- 
ed M. Muravieff arbitrator at The Hague of 
the cases between Venezuela and the block- 
ading powers, and in October of the same 
year he was mede president of the Venezue- 


lan tribunal.

Complications in One Case. 

The case of the Rev. Mr. Griffin and the 
charges made by the boys of St. Peter's 
church are peculiar. When the charges were 
first made by choir boys members of the 
vestry declared that no investigation of any 
kind was necéssary and that the boys merely 
were conspiring against Mr. Griffin. 

Then the church vestry made an investiga- 
tion and after hearing the stories of some of 
the boys they exonerated the rector. Senior 
Warden Bryson then sid the boys were 
guilty of conspiring against the rector and 
suggested that there probably would be an 
investigation by the state's attorney with a 
view to punishing the boys. 

But then there was another investigation. 
This investigation was made by an eéecclesi- 
astical commission. This body, after hear- 
Ing the evidence, reported that “ there was 
not a preponderance of evidence as to any 
one charge such as would warrant that body 
holding the accused rector to the bishop.“ 

After that there were several more sug- 
gestions of grand jury action. Mr. Bryson, 
however, said that a hearing before the 
grand jury was not being contemplated at 
that time. 


Wayman Takes First Step. 

Mr. Wayman's action yesterday was the 
first step toward this investigation. While 
he would not discuss the progress of the in- 
vestigation, it was said about his office that if 
the evidence appeared to warrant such ac- 
tion the entire case, including the various 
charges. of conspiracy that had been made 
against the accusing choir boys, would be 
-“_ a thorough airing before the next grand 
ury. 

“Mr. Wayman does not propose to see any- 
body wronged by the making of charges 
which never are substantiated,’’ said the man. 
He is going to dig into this case in an un- 
prejudiced manner. If those boys have con- 
spired against the church rector they should 
be punished. If the charges which they have 
made are true they should hot suffer under 
2 imputation that they are malicious faisi- 

ers. 

Stories of Three Boys Heard. 

In the meantime three of the youthful wit- 
nesses against the Rev. Mr. Kemp were heard 
behind closed doors in Mr. Wayman’s office. 
The father of one of the boys told Mr. Way- 
man of several affidavits which, he said, had 
not been made public or seen by the fnvesti- 
gators. 

Mr. Wayman is investigating both this 
and the Griffin case without conferring with 
representatives of the church vestries. The 
names of witnesses are being secured by his 
detectives as they investigate the evidence 
and, by them, are being summoned to the 
office of the state's attorney.

“It was agreed at a gathering of a few 
men in the saloon of Allison, the colored ex- 
soldier, on the afternoon of Aug. 13, 1906, that 
the raid should take place that night at 12 
o'clock.

John Holloman, the money lender of com-

been carried out had not Sergeant George 
Jackson of company B, in charge of the keys 
to the gun racks in B barracks, and Sergeant 
Reid, in command of the guards, codperated 
both before and after the raid. 

The four men who led the raid were John 
Holloman,*John Brown, Boyd Conyers, and 
Carolina de Saussure, all of company B (and 
probably R. L. Collier of company C). Hol- 
loman was in barracks, Brown in the bake 
shop, Conyers and De Saussure in the guard- 
house. The two latter were in the same de- 
tail and had been relieved at about 11 o'clock. 

The party crosséd the wall of the fort 
down near the end of A barracks, went up the 
roadway to the entrance to the Cowen alley, 
where the signal shots were fired. These 
shots were immediately tallied on to the 
alarm shots of Joseph B. Howard, guard on 
No. 2, and formed the series testified to by 
Mrs. Katie E. Leahy of Brownsville. Her 
testimony is further borne out. by the state-

The law says that “ for purposes of this act

shall recommend additional legislation, and 
that for either of these general objects the 
commission may call on the courts to compel 
witnesses to answer questions under the pen- 
alty of punishment for contempt. 

To the nonlegal mind this language seems 
clear, but the court of last resort, In an 
opinion written by Justice Holmes, says that 
the purposes of the interstate commerce act, 
for which the commission may exact evidence 
embrace only the complaints for the viol 
of the law and investigations into matters 
which might have been made the object of 
such complaint. The court holdg that the 
power to require testimony is limited to only 
te cases where a sacrifice of privacy is nec- 
essary—those where the investigations con- 
cerm a specific breach of law. 


Too Narrow, Day Holds. 


Justice Day,.in his dissenting opinion, de- 
clares that a too narrow construction has 


Franklin K. Lane of the interstate com- 
merce commission, who is in Chicago taking 
testimony in the Pullman investigation, was 
interviewed by a TRIBUNE representative late 
last night at the Annex. He expressed the 
opinion that the decision of the Supreme 
court in the Harriman case would not result 
in any great limitation of the powers of the 
interstate commerce commission. He saw in 
the decision, however, a strong argument 


for governmental control over the capitaliza-. 


tion of railway companies in order to pro- 
tect the peoples money invested in railroads 
against the possibilities of manipulation. 

“It is of considerable moment to the rail- 
road world,“ said Commissioner Lane, 
whether a railroad can. invest in the stocks 
of other railroad companies. The matter 
we were investigating was the use to which 
Harriman put the money which he raised 
by the sale of bonds of the Uniom Pacific 
rallroad. It was shown that he faised 
$100,000,000 which went largely into the pur- 
chase of stocks of other railroads, thereby 
imperiling the Union Pacific property. 

It the recent panic had been a more se- 
rious one, similar to that of 1808, for in- 
stance, and the stock which had been pur- 
chased with Union Pacific money, had fallen 
in the market, it might have thrown the 
Union Pacific into the hands of a receiver, or 
at least might have made neceseary a large 
increase in freight rates in order to meet 
the interest om the bonded debt of the road. 

Ide point which the Supreme court makes 
is that this investigation did not deal directly 
with the question of rates which could be 
regulated by our commission. But if events 
had turned out less fortunately the financial! 
methods of Harriman might easily have de- 
veloped a gituation which would have made

“The auditor shall appoint a suitable 
person or persons to make ah examination 
of the affairs of every bank established under 
the provisions of this act, which pérsen or 
persons shall not be stockholder or officer 
or employé in any bank which he or they may 
be direeted to examine, nor directly or indi- 
rectly interested therein, and who shall have 
power to make a thorough examination into 
‘all the affairs of the bank, and in so doing 
to examine any of the officers, agents, or em- 
ployés thereof on oath and shall make a 
full and detailed report of the condition of 
the bank to the auditor, and the bank shall 
not be subject to any other visitorial power 
than such as may be authorized by this act, 
except such as are vested in the several 
courts of law and chancery. 


Provisions for the Salaries. 

“Such examination or examinations of 
every bank shall be made at least once in 
each year and as often as the auditor shall 
deem the same to be advisable or necessary. 
One person so appointed to make such ex- 
amination shali be known as the chief bank 
examiner and shall receive for his services 
the sum of $3,500 a year, and other persons 80 
appointed tu make such examinations shall 
de known as assistant bank examirfere and 
| shall each receive the sum of $1,500 a yéar; 
and such chief bank examiner and such as- 
sistant bank examiner or examiners shall in 
addition be paid such further sums for trevel- 
ing expenses incurred in the performance of 
his or their duties as the auditor shal) deem 
proper, all of which sums of money shall be 
payable out of any moneys in tre treasury not 
otherwise appropriated.

Therefore he 
should not be at one time the private em- 
ployé of such banks and at another the 
agent of the public to ascertain whether 
the banks are conducting their business 
in accordance with law. Examiner Jones 
saw nothing wrong in his playing a double 
part, nor did the banks. This was a dan- 
gerous attitude and it produced a danger 
ous condition. It called for publicity 
that reform may bé actomplished. 

The state itself is the chief offender, for 
there is néither justice nor economy in 
underpaying 80 important an official, 
thereby throwing upon him the strain of 
constant temptation—it not to do actual 
wrong, at least to put himeelf in equiv- 
otal positions, A competent bank exam- 
iner ought to be so well paid and so stead- 
ily employed that he would not need out- 
side work and would not have time for it. 
It might be possible to employ bank ex- 
aminérs in the state auditor’s department. 
Certainly they should be kept at work 
and given adequate pay. 

The next general assembly should not 
fail to take this matter up. If an amend- 
ment to the state bank act is necessary 
it will have to be submitted to the peo- 
ple, but for that reason the present evil 
should be promptly dealt with. No busi- 
ness house, no bank would rely solely

A GOOD MOVE BY THE STATE’S 


ATTORNEY. 

The revival of the procedure by “ in- 
formation which State’s Attorney Way- 
man is said to have decided upon Tas 
TRIBUNE believes to be highly desirable. 
The wonder is that with the defects of 
the procedure by grand jury indictment 
so well known and so much complained 
of it has been left to the resourcefulness 
of Mr. Wayman to restore the simpler 
process. 

The waste of the time of grand juries 
over petty offenses is notorious. It is, 
therefore, most expedient that misde- 
meanors find their way to trial by the 
simpler route of information to the state’s 
attorney, that grand juries be freed from 
the burden of passing, upon them and 
given more time to consider the graver 
charges which come before them. 

Another reason for avoiding the indict- 
ment process for misdemeanors is the 
odium which attaches to a term which 
includes not only charges involving little 
or no moral turpitude but alse of Grimés 
of the worst nature. 

The activities of the grand jury ought 
to be limited. It éven may be contended 
with force that the institution should be 
abolished in favor of proceedings before 
examining magistrates and information 
direct to the state’s attorney. Probably, 
however, if so radical a change were 
made the right of calling special grand 
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‘HE NOVEMBER VOTE. 

Adcor@ing to the Sgiités of the New 
14,739,899 votes for the Republican, Dem- 
octatic, Socialist, and Prohibition presi | 
dential candidates. Their vote four years 
ago was 18,360,462. The increase of 
1,870,000 votes may be set down in part 
to the natural growth of the electorate 
and in part to the reappearance at the 
polls of Bryan Democrats who sulked four 
years ago. It Was their failure to stand 
by Judge Parker which gave Mr. Roose- 
velt his ehbrmous pluralities. So while 
Mr. Taft got 7,650,188 votes, as com- 
pared with the 7,623,486 for Roosevelt, he 
eaunot boust of such pliralities or #0 
treat a majority of thé popular vote. 

The return of the absentees raised Bry- 
an's vote to 6,450,690. This is a great 
gain over Parker's vote of 5,077,971. 
That u not to great a compliment to 
Mr. Bryan as might be imagined. He 
got 62,000 more votes in 1896 than he did 
this year. His percentage of the total 
vote was less in 1900 than in 1896 and in 
1908 than in 1900. He makes no gains 
among the new voters. 

The election figures are intensely disap- 
pointing to the Socialists. The political 
arithmeticians them calculated 
that because Debs, who got only 87,000 
votes in 1900, got 402,288 in 1904, he 
would receive about a million this year. 
He got 401,506. And this in spite of the 
incessant preaching of Socialist principles 
and of a temporary increase in the num- 
ber of the unemployed, among whom re 
cruits for the Socialist army can be most 
easily found. The-discouragement of the 
Socialists will be only temporary. They 
will continue to run presidential candi- 
dates and probably the vote cast for them 
will increase slowly with the growth of 
the electorate. But as the principles of 
Socialism are alien to American ideas 
and American conditions, the party which 
espouses them may be noisy but cannot 
be influential. 

The disappointment of the Prohibition- 
ists is even more acute than that of the 
Socialists. They, too, had reckoned on a 
million votes. They assumed that a lib- 
eral percentage of the men who had voted 
to banish the saloons from their communi- 
ties during the last twelve months of tem- 


perance agitation would vote for a dry” 


candidate for the presidency. Their can- 
didate got 228,014 votes last month, while 
he got 258,536 four years ago. 

After such a showing as this would not 
the Prohibition party better disband as 
a national organization? It has accom- 
plished nothing. It can accomplish noth- 
ing. The liquor question, which is purely 
a local issue, cannot be made a national 
one. The attempt to make it one this 
year served no other purpose than to 
blind the eyes of 228,014 voters to the 
real national issues which were before the 


country.

When Louis first learned that steps were 
being taken by his ministers to deprive him 
of the reigns of government he was stay 
at the castle of Neuschwanstein. Within @ 
few hours of his becoming acquainted with 
the intentions of the administration, thers 
arrived at the castle Minister von Crallsheim, 
grand master of the horse, Count Holnstein, 
and several other dignitariés, together with 
Dr. Gudden and four madhouse keepers; also 
@ four horse coach, with special contrivances 
on the seat, on the sides, and on the floor for 
chaining the king’s hands and feet, so as to 
render him immovable. When they reached 
Neuschwanstein they found that the entire 
@astle was guarded, and while they were ab 
lowed to enter, they were at once seized and 
‘mprisoned, and after being detained inc 
tivity for twenty-four hours were set at li 
erty and driven forth. 

The king turned for advice to Count Durck- 
heim, and the latter, who did not believe his 
Sovereign to be insane, but merely as es- 
Centric in his actions, ds he had always been, 
urged him to lose not a moment in hastening 
to Munich, and by showing himself to the 
people in the streets of his capital, to demon- 
Strate to them that he was possessed of his 
reason and that the action of the government 
in decreeing his deposition and the estab- 
lishment of a regency, was nothing more nor 
less than à palace revolution and a disloyal 
coup d'état. But the anxieties of the hour, 
as well as the discovery of the fact that some 
of the relatives of whom he was most fond 
and of the ministers and members of his 
household, in whom he had most completely 
confided, were concerned in the movement to 
deprive him of hie throne, Intensified his well 
known antipathy to expose himself to the 
gaze of the public, and he could not be 
brought to accept Count Durckheim’s advice. 

He, however, caused the count to tend tele- 
grams yia the Tyrol to the late Emperor 
William and to Prince Bismarck, applying 
for the assistance of the federal government 
against revolution within his own dominions. 
The king likewise sent through Durekheim 
telegraphic orders to Baron von Francken- 
stein. to form a new cabinet at once, and dis- 
patched through him peremptory directions 
‘to the colonel in command of the regiment 
of rifles at Kempten, nearby, to hasten at 
once to the castle to defend the king. 


Finally he caused Count Durekheim toe 
draw up a proclamation, which he signed, 
protesting in the strongest fashion against 
his deposition, and against the establishment 
of a regency, denouncing as a conspiracy the 
diagnosis declaring him demented, on the 
ground that it was signed by physicians and 
specialisis who had never seen him or spoken 
to him; and whose verdict was based entirely 
upon stories related of him.

It is a queer twist of the whee! that brings 
Count Durekheim, the only great noble who 
remained loyal to his king in his days of 
trouble, to one of the highest and most in- 
fluential dignities of the Bavarian kingdom. 
To this day the general insists that the king 
was no more crazy at the time of his ddposi- 
tion tham at any moment during his reign, 
and that he was only queer on certain sub- 
jects, while perfectly sane and singularly 
sensible in all other matters, a view shared 
by the majority of his subjects, éspécially 
by the highland peasantry and mountaineer- 
ing population, who all insist that he was the 
vietim of a plot. 

When Sir John Puleston died the other day 
in England lengthy descriptions were pub- 
lished of his wonderfully varied career on 
both sides of the Atlantic, of his participa- 
tion as a soldier of the union in the civil war.

„ Placing ’’ the better players is the same con- 
tention, in principle as that made by the American 
Olympic athletes at London that competitors from 
the same country should be so placed as not to run 
against each other in the preliminary heats. James 
P. Gardner, who was the leading figure in western 
tennis promotion a decade ago, always was a sup- 
porter of the so-called placing of the leading 
men both because it was fairer to these men and 
because it produced better matches in the semi- 
finals and finals.

Boston Tennis Player Writes English 
Association in Regard to More 
Strict Foot Fault Regulation.

LONDON Dec. 14.—At the annual meeting of the 
Lawn Tennis association a letter from Mr. Dwight 
of Boston was considered suggesting that if the 
English umpires would enofree the rules regarding 
foot faulte as done in America, changes in the 
present rules will not be necessary.

GOLF CODE CHANGES MADE| © 


British Publication Gives Altera- 
tions in 1909 Rules. 


TEEING IS NOW ADMISSIBLE. 


Penalty Increased for Playing Before 
Opponent’s Ball Rests. 


Copies of the News of the World, a British 
publication, just received in this city, give 
a summary of the chief changes made in the 
code of golf which is to go into operation 
Jan.1. The main differences are enumerated 
as follows: 


1. A ball must be dropped over the shoulder in- 
stead of the head. 

2. A player will be entitled to remove sufficient 
sand to enable him to see the top of the ball when 
lying in sand, whether in a hazard or otherwise. 
Formerly this could not be done. 

8. When a ball has been played out of bounds. 
another ball must be dropped at the spot at which 
the shot was played, but if the ball has been driven 
out of bounds from the tee, another ball may be 
teed on the teeing ground. Under the old rule tee 
ing was inadmissibie. ; 

4 A ball lying in casual water on a putting green 
may be lifted without penalty and placed within 
two club lengths, but not nearer, to the hole. so as 
to afford a putt without casual water intervening; 
and the same course may be taken if casual water 
intervenes between the ball and the hole. Under 
the old rule a player could only Nft and place im- 
mediately behind the water. 

5. Dung, wormcasts. snow, and ice on the put- 
ting green may be removed by scraping them aside 
with a club; but the club must not be laid with more 
than its own weight upon the ground, nor must 
anything be pressed down, either with the club 
or in any other way. Brushing with the hand will 
not be permitted. Formerly it was permissible to 
brush away earth sand, wormecasts, snow, etc., 
lightly with the hand. 

6. If a player plays before bis opponent's ball 
is at rest on the putting green, he will lose the 
hole, instead of a stroke, as formerly. 

7. The following changes relate to stroke play: 

(a) The committee in charge of a competition 
will now be responsible for adding up the scoring 
cards, not the secretary, as formerly 

(Db) If a player plays outside the limits of the 
teeing ground he will lose a stroke, and the second 
stroke must be played inside the teeing ground, 
Under the old rule the penalty was disqualifica- 
tion. 

(c) Except when in a hazard, if a player plays 
two consecutive strokes with a wrong ball he wil! 
be disqualified; but if he plays ony one such stroke 
he will incur no penalty if he then play hie own 
ball. Under the old rule, playing two consecutive 
strokes with the wrong bali did not disqualify, 
provided that the player discovered his mistake be- 
fore playing from the next tee. or, in the case of 
the last hole, before handing in his card. 

(d) If a competitor plays more than one stroke 
with a ball other than his own, in a hazard and 
the mistake is discovered before he has played a 
stroke with the wrong bell outside the hazard. no 
penalty will be incurred, provided that he then 
plays his own bell. 

(e) If a player plays within twenty yards of the 
hole before the flag stick is removed, and the bal! 
hits the stick or the person standing at the hole 
he will incur a penalty of two strokes: The old 
rule, which provided that a player whe played with- 
in twenty yards of the pin without having it re- 
moved, was ipso facto liable tqaa penalty of one 
stroke. has been rescinded. 

(f) Players must play in couples, and if a player 
is left without a match. the committee must pro- 
vide him with a companion or a marker The 
rules are silent as to sex. Formerly three players 
could play together.

| DAVID FRANCIS IS NAMED. 


Plaintiff Says He and Others Profited 


by Big Deal. 


„St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 14—Declaring that 
‘David R. Francis, Murray Carleton, James 
Campbell, Judge Henry Priest, the Brown 
brothers of New York, and other stock- 
holders of the St. Louis Trafisit company 
owe that corporation more than $10,000,000 
as the result of the sale of. the company’s 
common stock in 1800, J. Brooks Johnson ap- 
plied to the Circuit court today for a re- 
ceiver for the company. 

The corporation was absorbed by the United 
Railways company three years ago. Johnson 
holds claims amounting to $30,000 agains: 
the transit company. He alleges that the 
defendants received large amounts of transit 
company common stock, for which they 
agreed to pay $26 a share. Johnson avers 


that the Brown brothers owe the transit 


treasury $7,400,000; James Campbell and 
Murray Carleton, $850,000 each; W. F. Boyle, 
Henry 8. Priest, and Charles D. McClure, 
$370,000 each; and David R. Francis, as in- 
“ividual dnd member of brokerage firm, 
$1,100,000. Johnson asks that the receiver be 
required to collect these amounts, also any 
illegal profits that may have been made by 
the officers of the transit company.” 

The plaintiff states that in 1899 and 1900 
the defendants exchanged their transit stock 
for United Rallways stock, receiving in pay- 
ment $11 In cash and one ‘share of common 
stock of the United Railways company for 
each share of transit. This United Railways . 
stock, the petition avers, was thus put in at 
$89 a share, when it was actually worth but 
$15 a share, leaving a balance of $74 due on 
each share of stock transferred from the 
transit company.

Underwriting Syndicate Proposed to 
Take Over Holdings of Stockholders 
Who Refuse to Pay Assessments. 


An underwriting syndicate to take over the 
holdings of stockholders unwilling to stand

to the syndicate, which thus will get stock 
for the assessments.“
